West End 


In the post-Civil War era, an 
elite residential neighborhood 
developed between the White 
House and the naval installation 
on “Observatory Hill.” It ambi- 
ance was described by Jessie Fant 
Evans, a George Washington 
University graduate, a preserva- 
tion advocate, and author of sev- 
eral short histories in the 1930’s 
for the university’s General 
Alumni Association. (Evans 
thought it fitting that the alumni 
should be the “natural keepers” 
of Foggy Bottom’s architectural 
traditions.) She described the 
social climate of the area as fol- 
lows: “Probably in few cities in 
the world were so many families 
of similar breeding, culture, 
social standard and ideals con- 
gregated together in happy 
homes as were to be found in this 
vicinity during the early 
Eighties.” 

The proximity to centers of 
political and military power 


: made this area desirable to naval 


and army officers. The atmos- 
phere of the enclave was com- 
parable to that of Embassy Row. 
“G Street in the ‘80’s fairly rang 
with the wheels of carriages. On 
Wednesdays, the official calling 
day for the Army and Navy set, 
there was no gayer or more 
colorful street in all of Washing- 
ton.”

As contrasted with the humble 
‘frame residences in Foggy Bot- 
tom’s low ground to the south of 
E Street, the thoroughfares run- 
ning along this high ground area 
(between E and | Streets) were 
lined with substantial single, 
duplex, and rowhouses. Here 
almost all residences were of 
brick and were typical of the 
Washington rowhouses _ that 
could be found on Capitol Hill. 
Mansard roofs, stained glass, bay 
windows, iron railings, and 
pressed brick were only a few of 
the architectural features that 
characterized these houses. 
Some of the single houses were 
surrounded by sizeable gar- 
dens. Interspersed among these 
dwellings were churches, 
schools, and institutions like the 
` Lenthall Home for Widows. 
With the removal of the Naval 
Observatory to Massachusetts 
Avenue in the 1890’s and the 
migration of the smart set to 
newer residential areas, this sec- 
tion of the city was ripe for a 
major change in occupancy. 
In 1912, George Washington 
University moved into 2023 G 
Street. Observers of the surviv- 
ing architectural feast remarked 
at the potential benefits the uni- 
versity might derive from the set- 
ting. In 1934,-a writer for the 


American. Motorist recorded: 


by Antoinette J. Lee 


“There is a fragrant breath of his- 
tory around every corner of this 
campus.... Since it is the 110th 
year of the University, it seems 
appropriate that the buildings to 
which it moved recently should 
be mellowed and heavy with old 
associations.” 

The disappearance of these 
houses in the face of University 
expansion policies were be- 
moaned by Jessie Fant Evans in 
Hamburg: The Colonial Town 
that Became the Seat of the 
George Washington University 
(1935). Evans saw the area as 
offering a refreshing pause amid 
the booming development of 
central Washington. 

For a university that had up- 
rooted itself several times within 
its century-long history, Evans 
suggested that the university 
might express its longevity 
through the retention of the 
nineteenth century residences. 
“Although the George Wash- 
ington University is illustrative of 
the truth that scholarship and 
teaching are not dependent 
upon bricks and mortar or 
stained glass ... still we who are 
devoted to the University envis- 
age arising on the banks of the 
Potomac an academic commu- 
nity which in physical aspect as 
well as in educational service will 
fulfill the dream of him whose 
name it bears.”

habitat of birds and cats, but des- 
pite the food chain implica- 
tions, the songbirds don’t give 
ground; In the dooryard garden 
they may find haven in the Wash- 
ington thorn, a spring-flower- 


ing smallish tree with a multi- | 


stem trunk from which spread 
close together, thorny branches. 
_ _ You can see them in two rows 
along Virginia Ave. between 
Juarez/Watergate Circle and 
Howard Johnsons. Their branch 
ends arch gracefully and become 
pendant-like from the weight of 
numerous clusters of red berries. 
Now that the leaves have gone 
you can count the nests. On 
some bright blue morning after a 
storm you'll see large numbers of 
crested Cedar waxwings (winter 
visitors from the North) feasting 
there on the ripened berries. 


The seeds of the Chinese 
scholar trees along the side- 
walks of Water-gate Circle have 
long been ripe. In October the 
Starlings began their gymnas-tics 
of getting at the down-hanging 
elongated seed pods, and you'll 
hear the penetrat-ing bird call 
whistle that in summertime was 
not noticed.

when other plant processes have 
‘stoped. Fertilizing old bulb 
plantings is most often overlook- 
ed. Carefully work bonemeal 
into the soil about the bulbs for 
larger flowers and better bulbs 
for later transplanting.

The Broom sage (stiff- 
stalked like wheat and orangish 
in color) brightens roadsides and 
fields when the green has gone. 
In some areas of Virginia 
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If your senses delight in song 
and flight there is other vegeta- 
tion for a congenial habitat: 
Humming birds come to the Lilac 
and in mid-September Butterfly 
‘bush (a medium sized shrub with 
gracefully arching branches 
tipped with blue blossoms) will 
attract great numbers of the Can- 
ada to Mexico migrating 
Monarch butterflies.
